“Members of: the Municipal Coun- 
cil anticipate that Shanghai will be 
under siege within a week and the 
commanders of foreign expedition- 
ary forces in Shanghai have been 
urged to prepare. for a'repetition of 
last February's disorders. 

Refugees from Nanking are al- 
ready arriving here and bring the 
report that the Northerness are al- 
ready virtually in possession of the 
former Nationalist. capital. There 
are no foreigners in Nanking and. 
no foreign warships in the harbour. 

The gray outlines of the foreign 
fleet still dominate the harbour of 
Shanghai. The Chinese city is in 
a state of unusual tension, . being 
for the first time in several years 
without any government which can 
be readily identified... .
